An  Act  to  provide  for  the  reconstitution  of  the  University  of  North 
Bengal  and  for  certain  matters  incidental  tJtereto  and  connected 
therewith. 


Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  reconstitute  the  University  of  North 
Bengal  to  enable  it  to  function  more  efficiently  as  a University  encourag- 
ing and  providing  Tor  instruction,  teaching,  training  and  research  in 
various  branches  ofleaming  and  course  of  study,  promoting  advancement 
and  dissemination  of  knowledge  and  learning,  and  extending  higher 
education,  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  society  and  to  make  the 
constitution  of  various  authorities  or  bodies  of  the  University  more 
democratic; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  Lhe  Thirty-second  Year  of  the  Republic  of 
India,  by  the  Legislature  of  West  Bengal,  as  follows: — 

CHAPTER  I 
Preliminary 

1,  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  North  Bengal  University  Act, 
1981, 

, (2)  This  section  and  section  57  shall  come  imo  force  at  once;  and 
the  remaining  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date 
or  dales  as  the  State  Government  may,  by  notification  in  the  Official 
Gazette  appoint,  and  different  dates  may  be  appointed  for  different 
provisions  of  this  Act.

(b)  in  relation  Lo  a college  affiliated  to  the  University,  a 
Librarian,  Deputy  Librarian,  Assistant  Librarian  or 
any  otherperson  discharging  the  functions  of  a Librarian 
on  whole-time  basis,  by  whatever  name  called, 
appointed  or  recognized  by  the  University  or  appointed 
by  such  college; 

( i 2)  “Minister"  means  the  Ministcr-in-cbarge  of  Higher  Education 
appointed  as  such  by  the  Governor;

(13)  "non-teaching  staff”  means, — 

(a)  in  relation  lo  the  University,  the  non-tcaching  staff,  not 
holding  any  teaching  post  (including  part-time  Leaching 
post),  appointed  or  recognized  as  such  by  the  University, 
and 

(b)  in  relation  to  an  affiliated  college,  the  non-teaching 
staff,  not  holding  any  leaching  post  (including  part- 
time  leaching  post),  appointed  or  recognized  by  the 
University  or  appointed  by  such  college, 

but  does  not  include  an  Officer  or  a Librarian; 

(14)  "prescribed”  means  prescribed  by  Statutes,  Ordinances, 
Regulations  or  Rules  made  under  this  Act; 

(15)  “Principal”  means  the  head  of  a college  or  or  an  institution 
by  whatever  name  called; 

(16)  “professional  college"  means  a University  College  or  an

CHAPTER  II 

The  University  and  its  officers 

The  3.  (1)  The  first  Chancellor  and  the  first  Vice-Chancellor  of  the 

University.  University  and  the  first  members  of  Lhe  Court  and  the  Executive  Council, 
and  all  persons  who  may  hereafter  become  the  Chancellor  or  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  of  the  University  or  the  members  of  the  Court  or  the 
Executive  Council,  so  long  as  they  continue  to  hold  such  office  or 
membership,  shall  constitute  a body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the 
University  of  North  Bengal. 

(2)  The  University  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  a 
common  seal  and  shall  sue  and  be  sued  by  the  name  of  the  UniversiLy 
of  North  Bengal.

(3)  to  recognize  any  college  as  a constituent  college  or  a 
professional  college  and  to  withdraw  such  recognition;

Colleges, — 

(a)  the  constitution,  powers  and  functions  of  their 
Governing  Bodies,  and 

(b)  with  the  approval  of  the  Slate  Government, — 

(i)  the  terms  and  conditions  of  sendee  of  Teachers, 
Librarians  and  non-teaching  staff,  and 

(ii)  rules  for  provident  fund; 

(6)  to  prescribe  for  colleges  the  rules  for  Teachers’  Councils; 

(7)  to  provide  for  the  inspection,  or  investigation  into  the  affaire, 
of  colleges  or  institutions  or  centres  recognized  by  it  or 
affiliated  to  it  and  to  exercise  general  supervision  and  control 
over  them; 

(8)  to  take  over  for  a period  of  twelve  months  the  management 
of  any  affiliated,  constituent  or  professional  college  or 
institution  or  centre  other  than  a Government  College  or 
institution  in  order  to  ensure  that  proper  standard  of  leaching, 
training  or  instruction  is  maintained  therein: 

Provided  that  the  University  may,  if  it  considers  necessary 
so  to  do,  extend  such  period  so,  however,  that  the  aggregate 
penod  shall  not  exceed  eighteen  momhs; 

(9)  to  dissove  Ihe  Governing  Body  of  any  affiliated,  constituent 
or  professional  college  or  inslilulion  other  than  a Government 
College  and,  pending  reconstitution  of  the  Governing

Chancellor  Chancellor,  preside  over  lhe  meeting  of  the  Court.  He  shall,  by  virtue 

of  his  office,  be  a member  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Council 
and  the  Faculty  Councils  for  post-graduate  studies  and  also  the  Chairman 
of  any  other  authority  or  body  of  the  University  of  which  he  may  be 
a member.  He  shall  also  be  entitled  lo  be  present  at  and  to  address  any 
meeting  of  any  other  authority  or  body  of  the  University  of  which  he 
may  not  be  a member,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  thereat. 

(2)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  have  the  power  to  convene  meeLings 
of  the  Courl,  the  Executive  Council,  Lhe  Faculty  Councils  for  post- 
graduate studies,  the  Councils  for  undergraduate  studies  and  of  any  other 
authority  or  body  of  the  University. 

(3)  ft  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  ensure  that  Lhe 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  Statutes,  the  Ordinances  and  the  Regulations, 
are  faithfully  observed,  and  Lo  lake  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  for 
this  purpose. 

(4)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  have  the  power  to  exercise  general 
control  and  supervision  over  all  other  officers  of  the  University  and  over 
all  Teachers  and  employees  of  the  University  and  generally  over  all  the 
affairs  of  the  University. 

(5)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  exercise  such  other  powers  and 
discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be  delegated  lo  him  by  any  authority 
or  body  of  the  University  or  as  may  be  prescribed  by  Statutes,  Ordinances 
or  Regulations. 

(6)  The  Vice-Chancellor  may  take  on  behalf  oF  the  University  such 
action  as  he  may  deem  expedient  in  any  mailer  which,  in  his  opinion, 
is  either  urgent  or  of  an  emergent  nature  and  shall  report  the  same  for 
confirmation  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  authority  or  body  which  in  the 
ordinary  course,  would  have  dealt  with  the  matter: 

Provided  that  if  Lhe  action  taken  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  not 
approved  by  Lhe  authority  or  body  concerned,  the  matter  shall  immediately 
be  referred  to  the  Chancellor  whose  decision  thereon  shall  be  final. 
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(7)  The  Vice-ChnncclJor  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Council,  at  any  time  delegate  any  of  his  powers  other  than  the  powers 
referred  to  in  sub-section  (6)  to  any  other  officer  subordinate  ;o  him. 

11.  ( I ) The  Registrar  shall  be  a whole-time  officer  of  the  University. 
He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Council  on  the  recommendation 
of  a commiuee  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  as  Chairman,  a nominee 
of  the  Chancellor.  I wo  nominees  of  Lhe  Executive  Council  and  a nominee 
of  ihe  Stale  Government, 

(2)  The  Registrar  may  resign  his  office  by  writing  under  his  hand 
addressed  to  i he  Vice-Chancellor, 

(3)  If  the  Registrar  is  for  any  reason  temporarily  unable  to  exercise 
the  powers  or  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Vice-Chancellor  with 
the  approval  of  Lhe  Executive  Council  may  appoint  a Teacher  of  the 
University  or  an  officer  of  the  University  temporarily  for  a LoLal  period 
not  execeeding  six  months  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
of  the  Registrar. 

12.  Subject  to  the  supervision.  direction  and  general  control  oT 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Registrar  shall  act  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Court 
as  also  of  the  Executive  Council  and  shall  exercise  such  powers  and 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed,  or  delegated  to  him  by  or 
under  this  Act  and  the  Statutes,  the  Ordinances  or  the  Regulations,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

13.  (1)  The  Finance  Officer  shall  be  a whole-time  officer  of  Lhe 
University.  He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Council  on  the 
recommendation  of  a committee  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  as 
Chairman,  a nominee  of  the  Chancellor,  two  nominees  of  the  Executive 
Council  and  a nominee  of  the  State  Government. 

(2)  The  Finance  Officer  may  resign  his  office  by  writing  under  his 
hand  addressed  to  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

(3)  If  the  Finance  Officer  is  for  any  reason  temporarily  unable  to 
exercise  the  powers  or  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Vice-Chancellor 
wilh  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Council  may  appoim  a person 
temporarily  for  a LoLal  period  not  exceeding  six  months  to  exercise  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  the  Finance  Officer. 

14.  (1)  Subject  to  the  supervision,  direction  and  general  control  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Finance  Officer  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
administration  of  the  funds,  the  finances  and  Lhe  properties  and  assets 
of  the  University  and  of  all  LrusLs  and  endowments;  and  he  shall  lake 
special  interest  in  activities,  that  aim  at  raising  funds  for  the  purposes 
of  the  University  and  augmenting  the  resources  of  the  University. 
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(2)  The  Finance  Officer  shall  exercise  such  oLher  powers  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed,  or  delegated  lo  him  by  or  under 
this  Act  and  the  Statutes,  the  Ordinances  or  Lhe  Regulations,  as  the  case 
may  be, 

15.  In  their  respective  spheres  of  duties,  the  Registrar  and  the  Finance 
Officer  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  have  the  power  of 
supervision  and  control  over  all  officers  and  employees  serving  in 
departments  under  their  charge  and  shall  exercise  such  disciplinary 
power  as  may  be  conferred  on  them  by  or  under  this  Act  or  by  Statutes 
or  Ordinances,

(2)  In  case  of  any  doubt  or  dispute,  the  Chancellor's  dicision  whether 
a person  is  disqualified  under  the  provisions  of  sub-section  (1)  shall  be 
final. 

(3)  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  stand  as  a candidate  for  election 
lo  any  authority  or  body  of  the  University  from  more  than  one  constitueny .

39.  No  act  or  proceedings  of  the  University  or  of  any  authority  or 
body  of  the  University  shall  be  deemed  to  be  invalid  merely  by  reason 
of  the  existence  of  a vacancy  or  vacancies  among  ils  members  or  the 
invalidity  of  rhe  election  of  any  of  the  members. 

Explanation. — For  Lhe  avoidance  of  doubt  it  is  hereby  declared  that 
where  the  office  of  any  member  of  any  authority  or  body  of  the  University 
cannot  be  filled  up,  when  such  authority  or  body  is  consti Luted  for  the 
first  lime,  on  account  of  any  election  or  appointment  not  being  for  any 
reason  feasible,  there  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a vacancy  in  the  office  of 
such  member  until  such  election  lakes  place  or  such  appointment  is 
made. 

Election  40.  (i)  There  shall  be  an  Election  Tribunal  to  which  shall  be  referred 

any  question  as  to  whether  any  person  is  eligible  under  this  Act  for 
election  or  nomination  or  has  been  duly  elected  or  nominated  as,  or  is 
entitled  to  be,  □ member  of  any  authority  or  body  of  Lhe  University,  and 
the  decision  of  the  Election  Tribunal  on  such  question  shall  be  final. 

(2)  The  constitution  of  lhe  Election  Tribunal  shall  be  prescribed  by 
Statutes. 

(31  If,  during  the  progress  of  any  election  of  members  to  any  authority 
or  body  of  Lhe  University,  Lhe  Election  Tribunal  is  satisfied  (bat  such 
election  is  vitiated  by  fraud  or  corrupt  practice,  the  Election  Tribunal 
may  make  an  order  annulling  the  proceedings  in  respect  of  such  election 
or  any  part  i hereof  and  directing  fresh  proceedings  lo  be  started,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  AcL  and  Lhe  Slatuies,  lhe  Ordinances 
and  the  Regulations,  from  such  slage  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order 
and  such  order  of  the  Election  Tribunal  shall  be  final. 

(4)  No  suit  or  proceeding  shall  lie  in  any  civil  court  against  a 
decision  or  an  order  of  Lhe  Election  Tribunal  under  sub-section  (I)  or 
sub-section  (3),  as  the  case  may  be. 

41.  At  a meeting  of  lhe  Court,  the  Executive  Council,  the  Faculty 
Councils  for  post-graduate  studies,  [he  Councils  for  undergraduate  studies 
or  any  oLher  authority  or  body  of  the  University,  the  person  presiding 
at  ihe  meeting  shall  nol  vote  in  the  first  instance,  but  shall  have  and 
exercise  a casting  vote  in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes. 
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CHAPTER  V 

Funds  of  the  University,  Accounts,  Audit  and  Inspection 

42*  The  University  shall  have  a Fund  to  be  known  as  the  University  The 
Fund  to  which  shall  be  credited  all  its  income  From  Fees,  Fines,  iVunr)jCfS!ly 
contributions,  donations,  loans  and  advances  and  From  any  other  source 
whatsoever  The  University  may  also  create,  by  Ordinances  made  in  this 
behalf,  separate  special  funds  for  the  administration  oF  endowments, 
trusts  or  specific  grants  or  grants  for  other  special  purposes. 

43.  (1)  The  budget  of  the  University  showing  the  receipt  and  Budget  of 

expenditure  of  the  University  on  different  accounts  for  a Financial  year  (jnivcFsicv 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Stale  Government  for  approval  at  least  Four 
months  before  the  beginning  of  such  financial  year  in  such  Form  as  may 
be  specified  by  the  Statu  Government. 

(2)  The  Slate  Government  shall  within  fifteen  days  of  commencement 
of  the  financial  year  to  which  the  budget  relates,  communicate  its  approval 
or  otherwise  of  the  budge!  to  the  University: 

Provided  that  the  State  Government  shall,  from  lime  to  time,  release 
grants  to  the  University  to  incur  expenditure  till  the  budget  is  approved. 

(4)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in  this  Act, 
the  University  shall  not.  except  with  the  prior  approval  of  die  Slate 
Government,  incur  any  expenditure  on  any  account  in  excess  of  the 
amount  specified  in  the  budget  on  that  accoum. 


44,  Any  provident  fund  instituted  by  the  University  for  the  benifit  Provident 
J9 of  1925.  of  its  employees  shall  be  governed  by  (he  provisions  of  the  Pro  v idem 
Funds  Ad,  1925,  as  if  such  fund  were  a Government  Provident  Fund 
and  the  Executive  Council  shall  have  power  to  frame  Statutes  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  provisions  of  chat  Act,  for  the  administration  of  the  fund. 


45*  (1)  The  Annual  Statement  of  Accounts  of  the  University  shall,  Annual 

after  examination  by  the  Executive  Council,  be  subjected  to  such  audit  ^ auIiil 
as  the  Stale  Government  may  direct. 

(2)  Such  Annual  Statement  of  Accounts  shall,  together  with  copies 
of  the  audit  report  thereon,  be  submitted  to  the  Court  and  to  die  State 
Government  and  shall  thereupon  be  published  by  the  Court,  The  Court 
shall  consider  the  audited  annual  accounts  at  a meeting  and  may  take 
such  action  thereon  as  it  thinks  fit, 

(3)  The  University  shall  have  a continuous  inLcnud  audit,  and  the 
report  of  such  audiL  shall  be  submitted  to  die  Stale  Government  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  end  of  every  financial  year 
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(4)  The  Slate  Government  may  require  the  University  to  supply  to 
ii  any  information  in  regard  to  the  accounts  and  the  budget  and  Lhe 
University  shall  comply  with  such  requisition. 

46.  (1)  (i)  The  State  Government  shall  have  the  right— 

(1)  to  cause  an  inspection  to  be  made,  by  such  person  or 
persons  as  it  may  direct, — 

(a)  of  the  University,  its  buildings,  laboratories,  libraries, 
museums,  press  establishment,  workshops  and 
equipment, 

(b)  or  any  college  or  institution  maintained  by  or  affiliated 
to  the  University,  and 

(c)  into  all  affairs  of  the  University  and  of  such  college 
or  jnslilulion  including  examination  and  other  work 
conducted  or  done  by  the  University  or  such  college 
or  jnslilulion,  and 

(2)  to  cause  an  enquiry  to  be  made  into  die  income,  expenditure, 
properties,  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  University  and  of  any 
college  or  institution  maintained  by  or  affiliated  Lo  the 
University, 

(ii)  The  State  Government  shall,  in  every  such  case  of  inspection  or 
enquiry',  give  previous  notice  to  lhe  University  and  if  the  inspection  or 
enquiry  relates  to  such  college  or  institution,-  both  lo  the  University  and 
the  college  or  the  institution,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  its  intention  to  cause 
such  inspection  or  enquiry'. 

(2)  The  Stale  Government  shall  communicate  to  the  Court  and  the 
Executive  Council  or  to  such  college  or  institution,  as  the  case  may  be, 
irs  views  on  the  results  of  such  inspection  or  enquiry'  and  may,  after 
considering  the  opinion  of  the  Court  and  the  Executive  Council  or  of 
such  college  or  institution  thereon,  advise  Lhe  University  or  such  college 
or  institution  regarding  Lhe  action  which  the  Stale  Government  considers 
fit  to  be  taken  by  the  University  or  by  such  college  or  institution  in  the 
matters  concerned  and  the  University  or  such  college  or  institution  shall 
report  Lo  the  Stale  Government,  within  such  lime  as  the  Stale  Government 
may  direct,  the  action  which  is  proposed  lo  be  taken  or  has  been  taken 
by  the  University  or  by  such  college  or  institution  to  give  effect  to  such 
advice  of  lhe  State  Government. 

(3)  The  State  Government  may,  after  considering  the  report  referred 
Lo  in  sub-section  (2),  advise  the  University  or  such  college  or  institution, 
as  the  case  may  be,  lo  lake  such  further  action  in  the  matters  concerned 
as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  State  Government,  be  necessary,  and  the 
University  or  such  college  or  institution  shah  take  or  cause  to  be  taken 
such  further  action  within  such  lime  as  may  be  specified  in  that  behalf 
by  lhe  State  Government. 
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CHAPTER  VI 

Statutes,  Ordinances,  Regulations  and  Rules 

47.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  ihis  Act,  Statutes  may  be  made  to  Statutes: 
provide  for  all  or  any  of  the  Following  mailers: — 

(a)  the  constitution,  duties  and  powers  of  the  subordinate 
authorities  which  may  be  constituted  by  the  University; 

(b)  the  subordinate  authorities  of  which  the  Vice-Chancellor 
shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  and  Chairman; 

(c)  the  filling  of  vacancies  of  members  of  the  subordinate 
authorities  and  all  other  matters  relating  to  those  authorities: 

(d)  the  appointment,  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  of  the 
University  other  than  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  so  far  as  these 
have  not  been  specifically  provided  for  in  this  Act; 

(c)  the  terms  and  conditions  of  appointment  of  the  Registrar 
and  the  Finance  Officer: 

(0  the  constitution  of  a pension,  insurance  or  provident  fund 
For  the  benefit  of  Teachers,  officers,  and  employees  of  the 
University; 

(g)  the  conferment  of  honorary  degrees; 

(h)  the  withdrawn!  of  degrees,  diplomas,  certificates  and  other 
academic  distinctions; 

(i)  the  establishment  of  authorities  of  the  University  referred 
to  in  clause  (7)  of  section  16  and  colleges,  libraries,  museums 
and  other  institutions  and  abolition  of  such  authorities, 
colleges,  libraries,  museums  and  institutions; 

(j)  the  maintenance  of  registers  of  Government  Colleges, 
constituent  college  and  affiliated  colleges; 

(k)  the  maintenance  of  a register  of — 

(i)  Professors  of  the  University, 

(ii)  Teachers  other  than  Professors  of  the  University, 

(iii)  Principals  of  affiliated  colleges, 

(iv)  Teachers  not  being  Principals  of  affiliated  colleges, 

(v)  full-rime  students  of  the  University  and  affiliated 
colleges, 

(vi)  officers  and  non-leaching  staff  of  the  University  and 
non-teaching  staff  of  affiliated  colleges; 

(l)  the  rules  and  procedure  for  holding  elections  to  the  Court, 

Lhc  Executive  Council  and  other  authorities  and  bodies  of 
Ihe  University; 

(m)  the  conditions  under  which  colleges  and  other  institutions 
may  be  recognised  or  affiliated  by  the  University,  and  the 
withdrawal  of  such  recognition  or  affiliation; 
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(n)  the  insliiulion  of  fellowships,  scholarships,  sLudcmships, 
exhibitions.  medals  and  prizes; 

(o)  ihe  constitution,  powers  and  funclions  of  Ihe  Governing 
Bodies  of  colleges,  olher  than  Government  Colleges; 

■(p)  the  terms  and  conditions  of  service  of  Teachers,  Librarians 
and  non-leaching  staff  of  affiliated  colleges  other  than 
Government  Colleges; 

(q)  the  calling  of  meetings  of  the  Court  and  the  giving  of  notice 
thereof  to  the  members  of  ihe  Court  and  the  procedure  aL 
such  meetings; 

(r)  contracts  by  the  University  and  Lhe  execution  thereof; 

(s)  qualifications  or  Teachers  and  Teachers  or  the  University; 

(t)  the  fees  to  be  charged  for  courses  of  study  in  the  University 
and  in  colleges  and  for  admission  to  the  examinations  for 
degrees  and  diplomas  of  the  University; 

(u)  Lhe  manner  of  exemption  from  study  referred  to  in  sub- 
clause (a)  of  clause  (11)  of  section  4;  and 

(v)  all  olher  mailers  which  under  this  Act  are  required  to  be  or 
may  be  prescribed  by  Statutes. 

48.  (1)  The  Executive  Council  may  of  its  own  motion,  and  shall, 

when  required  by  the  Court,  make  a draft  of  any  SLaLuLe  and  submit  Lhe 
same  to  the  Court.  The  drafL  so  submitted  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Court  at  a meeting  or  meetings  to  be  held  within  a period  of  six  weeks 
from  the  date  of  such  submission  {hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  said 
period),  and  the  draft  so  submitted  shall,  unless  rejected  or  amended  by 
lhe  Court  before  the  expiry  of  the  said  period  by  a majority  of  the  Lotal 
number  of  its  members  existing  at  the  lime,  be  deemed  to  have  been 
passed  by  the  Court.  If  the  Court  so  rejects  or  amends  the  draft  or  any 
Statute,  il  shall  be  sent  back  to  the  Executive  Council  with  Lhe  views 
of  Lhe  Court  for  reconsideration.  Thereupon,  lhe  Executive  Council  shall 
reconsider  the  draft  and  resubmit  it  to  lhe  CourL  with  such  changes  as 
it  may  deem  necessary.  On  such  resubmission  of  Lhe  draft,  it  shall  again 
be  considered  by  the  Court  at  a meeting  or  meetings  to  be  held  within 
a period  of  six  weeks  from  the  dale  of  such  submission  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  latter  period)  and  the  draft  so  resubmitted  shall,  unless 
rejected  by  Lhe  CourL  before  the  expiry  of  lhe  latter  period  by  a majority 
of  the  total  number  of  its  members  existing  at  Lhe  time,  be  deemed  to 
have  been  passed  by  Lhe  Court  without  any  amendment,  or  be  passed 
by  the  Court  with  such  amendments  as  il  may  deem  fit  to  make  therein 
within  the  latter  period  and  by  the  same  majority  as  aforesaid.

(j)  the  management  of  colleges  and  other  institutions  founded 
or  maintained  by  the  University; 

(k)  the  supervision  and  inspection  of  colleges  and  other 
institutions; 

(l)  all  other  matters  which  under  this  Act  or  the  SLaLutes  are 
required  to  be  or  may  be  prescribed  by  Ordinances.

(d)  all  affairs,  funclious  or  activities  of  the  former  University 
including  studies  and  examinations,  commenced  and  in 
progress  before  the  appointed  day,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
in  progress  as  if  they  had  been  commenced  by  the  University 
under  this  Act;
